Washington 

Just how wide open is the Republi- 
can presidential field? Vast enough 
that Donald Trump may want you 
to hire him. 

“The Donald” was among 
almost a dozen potential presiden- 
tial candidates, in various stages of 
considering a 2012 run, audition- 
ing before 11,000 conservatives at 
the three-day Conservative Political 
Action Conference. Some are more 
serious about it than others. 

The annual gathering marked 
the unofficial start of the GOP pres- 
idential nomination fight. Not a 
single Republican has announced 
his or her candidacy, and each day 
seems to bring a new player into 
the mix. There is no clear front- 
runner. 

“This is about making Barack 
Obama a one-term president,” said 
Minnesota Rep. Michele Bach- 
mann, a tea party favorite who’s 
flirting with a bid. 


“We’re all about winning in 
2012,” Bachman said, though she 
didn’t say whether she planned to 
enter the race. 

Nor did former House speaker 
Newt Gingrich, who gave a glimpse 
of his likely platform in a speech 
that criticized President Obama’s 
policies as a “war on American 
energy.”

iPhone Broadens Reach

President Obama promoted on Thursday in Mar- 
quette, Mich., his five-year, $18 billion plan to lure 
industries and jobs to the U.S. by expanding high- 
speed wireless service to 98 percent of the coun- 
try. It’s a lofty goal, considering such technology is 
only now being built in major cities by AT&T, Verizon and 
other companies, and Republicans unlikely want to 
spend billions on the plan, (ap) 



Verizon rollout ends 
searcity of gadget in 
nation’s midseetion 

Fargo, N.D. 

Katie Elenberger took her doc- 
tor’s orders for bed rest in stride, 
especially because her first day of 
maternity leave coincided with the 
delivery of her iPhone. 

“Getting the iPhone is the 
highlight of my day,” laughed the 
expectant mom from her home in 
Moorhead, Minn. 

Elenberger is among the thou- 
sands of people who became 
iPhone-eligible when AT&:T’s exclu- 
sive deal to carry the Apple gadget 
ended this week. 

Previously excluded from the 
iPhone club because of AT&;T’s at- 
best spotty coverage in this part 
of the country, cell-phone users 
in areas of the Dakotas, Montana, 
Nebraska and Wyoming can now 
get the phone through the nation’s 


largest wireless carrier, Verizon 
Wireless. 

Verizon says the day it began 
accepting online orders for the 
iPhone from existing customers 
produced record sales. The phone 
became available to the general 
public on Thursday. 

Verizon officials would not 
release figures on presales, but the 
manager of one North Dakota out- 
let said interest was steady ahead 
of Thursday’s rollout. 

“The demand is definitely there. 
A lot of people have been waiting 
a long time,” said Barry Stall, who 


runs a south Fargo store. 

Amy Grundman, a regional 
AT&:T spokeswoman, said her com- 
pany is “on track” to launch ser- 
vice in North Dakota, South Dako- 
ta, Iowa, Nebraska and Minnesota 
early this year. 

Verizon and AT&:T, the nation’s 
largest telecommunications com- 
pany, have long disputed each oth- 
er’s coverage maps, resulting in a 
tit-for-tat TV ad war and lawsuits. 
Still, Verizon has wider domestic 
network coverage than AT&T does, 
particularly for the older “3G” wire- 
less broadband, (ap)

India, Pakistan to Resume Talks 


Meanwhile ••• 

A suicide bomber linked to the Pakistani Taliban attacked soldiers dur- 
ing morning exercises at an army training camp in the northwest Thursday, 
killing 31 troops and wounding 42 others. The bombing showed that despite 
years of army operations against their hideouts along Pakistan’s border with 
Afghanistan, Taliban and al-Qaeda-linked fighters retain the ability to strike 
back. It was one of the worst attacks on security forces in recent months, (ap) 


Countries announce 
they’ll restart peace 
talks frozen since ’08 

New Delhi 

India and Pakistan announced 
Thursday they would resume wide- 
ranging peace talks that were fro- 
zen after the 2008 terrorist attacks 
in the Indian city of Mumbai, which 
were blamed on Pakistan-based 
militants. 

The U.S. has been pressing the 
nuclear-armed rivals to restart their 
peace efforts in hopes that reduc- 
ing tensions along their border 
would free Pakistan to focus on 


its fight against Taliban militants 
— a key element of U.S. strategy 
in Afghanistan. 

The decision followed talks Sun- 
day between the foreign secretar- 
ies of the two countries in Bhu- 
tan, the latest in a yearlong string 
of meetings of top officials intend- 
ed to rebuild the nations’ shattered 
trust. A statement released simul- 
taneously in New Delhi and Islam- 
abad said the new talks would focus 
on counterterrorism; humanitarian 
issues; peace and security; the dis- 
puted Kashmir region; and other 
border issues. 

It did not say when talks would 
begin, but the foreign minister of 
Pakistan will visit India by July to 


review their progress. 

Pakistani Prime Minister Yousuf 
Raza Gilani welcomed the talks and 
praised his Indian counterpart, 
Manmohan Singh, for the “open- 
ing of a new chapter in the relations 
between the two countries, which 
Pakistan fully reciprocates.” 

But there is little expectation of 


a rapid agreement to end the six- 
decade conflict between the bitter 
rivals. Even if negotiators managed 
to bridge the gaps, there is no guar- 
antee that the shaky Pakistani gov- 
ernment, or even the more stable 
Indian administration, could sell 
such a deal to its parliament and 
its people, ravi nessman (ap)

6 Killed After Ireland Plane Crash 


Dublin 

A small commuter aircraft carry- 
ing 12 people crashed and flipped 
on its back Thursday while trying 
to land in heavy fog at Cork Air- 
port in southwest Ireland, killing 
six people in the first crash of its 
kind in Irish history, the police and 
government said. 

Police Superintendent Charlie 
Barry said four of the six survivors 
were hospitalized in serious condi- 
tion, chiefly with broken ribs and 
limbs, while two others escaped 
with minor cuts and scrapes. 

“Two actually walked out, 
miraculously,” he said. 


Among the dead on the flight 
from Belfast, Northern Ireland, 
were a senior Belfast accountant; 
the deputy master of Belfast Har- 
bor; two pilots from Britain and 
Spain; and a relative of Irish Pres- 
ident Mary McAleese. 

The Irish Aviation Authority 
responsible for running the air- 
port said the fog was so thick that 
air traffic controllers in a near- 
by tower could not see the crash, 
only hear it. 

Thursda 3 A’s crash was the deadli- 
est in Irish aviation since 1968, when 
an Aer Lingus flight from Cork to 
London crashed into the Irish Sea, 
killing all 61 on board, (ap)

Clashes Threaten 
Historic Temple 


Thailand-Cambodia 
combat is damaging

Preah Vihear, Cambodia 

High on a cliff overlooking the jun- 
gles of northern Cambodia, heav- 
ily armed troops crouch in forti- 
fied bunkers on the grounds of an 
ancient temple turned modern-day 
battlefield. 

The stone remains of Preah 
Vihear, built nearly 1,000 years ago, 
are supposed to be a protected U.N. 
World Heritage site. Instead, they are 
at the heart of a dangerous tug-of- 
war between Cambodia and Thai- 
land — one that has taken at least 
eight lives and forced 15,000 to flee 
in four days of clashes recently. 

The battle in this remote coun- 
tryside is rooted in a decades-old 
border dispute that has fueled 
nationalist passions and been driv- 
en by domestic politics and conspir- 
acy theories on both sides. 

A fragile truce has held since 
Monday night, but the dispute

Mubarak Won’t Budge 


Embattled president 
cedes powers but 
refuses to give in to 
Egyptian protesters 

Cairo 

Egypt’s Hosni Mubarak refused to step 
down or leave the country and instead 
handed his powers to his vice presi- 
dent Thursday, remaining president 
and ensuring regime control over the 
reform process. Stunned protesters in 
central Cairo who demand his oust- 
er waved their shoes in contempt and 
shouted, “Leave, leave, leave.” 

The rapidly moving events raised 
the question of whether a rift had 
opened between Mubarak and the 
military command. Hours earlier, the 
military announced it had stepped in 
to secure the country, and a top gen- 
eral announced to protesters in Tahrir 
Square that all their demands would 
soon be met, raising cries of victory that 
Mubarak was on his way out. 

Several hundred thousand protest- 
ers packed into Tahrir Square, ecstatic 
with expectation that Mubarak would 
announce his resignation. Instead, they 
watched in shocked silence as he spoke, 
slapping their foreheads in anger and 
disbelief. Some broke into tears. After 
he finished, they broke out into chants 
for him to go. 

About 1,000 marched on the state 
television building several blocks 
away. Some in the opposition, includ- 
ing Nobel Peace laureate and leading 
democracy advocate Mohamed ElBa- 
radei, were calling on the military to 
intervene. “Egypt will explode,” ElBara- 
dei warned on his Twitter account. “The 
Army must save the country now.” 

Immediately after Mubarak’s 
speech. Vice President Omar Sulei- 
man called on the protesters to “go 
home” and asked Egyptians to “unite 
and look to the future.” 

In his 17-minute speech on state TV, 
Mubarak suggested little has changed, 
saying he was “adamant to continue to

shoulder my responsibility to protect the 
constitution and safeguard the inter- 
ests of the people” and vowing that he 
would remain in the country. 

“I saw fit to delegate the authorities 
of the president to the vice president, as 
dictated in the constitution,” said Muba- 
rak, who looked frail but spoke in a deter- 
mined, almost defiant voice. Suleiman 
was already leading the regime’s efforts 
to deal with the crisis, but the announce- 


yers put together by Suleiman recom- 
mends constitutional changes, while a 
separate panel monitors to ensure that 
state promises are carried out. 

Suleiman has also offered dia- 
logue with the protesters and opposi- 
tion over the nature of reforms.

ment gives him official power with Muba- 
rak leading at least in name. 

The constitution allows the pres- 
ident to transfer his powers if he is 
unable to carry out his duties “due to 
any temporary obstacle,” but it does 
not mean his resignation. 

Mubarak insisted on the continua- 
tion of a government-dominated pro- 
cess for reform that Suleiman drew up 
and that protesters have roundly reject- 
ed, fearing it will mean only cosmetic 
change and not real democracy. Under 
that system, a panel of judges and law- 


and opposition have resolutely refused 
talks until Mubarak goes. 

After the speech, some protesters 
drifted out of the square, tears of dis- 
appointment and anger in their eyes. 
But the majority of the crowd remained, 
planning to camp for the night. 

“The speech is a provocation,” said 
Muhammed Abdul Rahman, a 26-year- 
old lawyer who had joined the protesters 
for the first time Thursday. “This is going 
to bring people together more, and peo- 
ple will come out in greater numbers.”

For Brody Rose, every Express page is a thrill ride waiting to happen 


To every other Express read- 
er, the photo of a woman in 
sunglasses and a bikini was 
just an ad for H&M. But to 
Brody Rose, it was inspiration. 

The 35-year-old grabbed a pen and 
started sketching lines that grad- 
ually turned into a roller coaster 
looping around the model’s shoul- 
ders, arms, waist and hips.

Metro Mulls Earty Closing Times 


Move would free up 
weekend work time, 
save operation money 

Washington 

Two critical issues have pressed 
Metro leaders to make tough deci- 
sions: how to close a $72 million 
budget shortfall and how to get 
the system up to a “state of good 
repair.” 

Riders are inconvenienced by 


trains with malfunctioning doors, 
failing heating or cooling systems, 
stations with falling ceiling tiles 
or decaying platforms, and single- 
tracking caused by cracked rails 
and other malfunctions. 

But they’ve also been incon- 
venienced by track work that has 
shut large segments of the sys- 
tem entirely on holiday weekends 
and caused single-tracking on a 
steady basis during the day. Metro 
has introduced its most signifi- 
cant weekend repair schedule ever

this year, causing unprecedented 
shutdowns. 

One possible solution floated at 
board committee hearings: slosing 
the system at midnight instead of 


3 a.m. on weekends, which would 
give mechanics time to work on 
equipment during off hours, and 
help Metro save money. 

Metro deputy Dave Kubicek 
said if Metro closes at midnight on 
Friday and Saturday instead of at 
3 a.m., it could gain the equivalent 
of 45 days a year for track work. The 
Post’s Ann Scott Tyson reports. 

Metro trains first began run- 
ning after midnight in 1999, when 
the system’s hours were extended

Minorities Reign in Montgomery 

Census results show 
number of whites is 
falling across county

Minorities have become a major- 
ity over the past decade in afflu- 
ent Montgomery County as the 
number of whites has plummet- 
ed, according to census figures 
released this week. 

In Montgomery and Prince 
George’s counties, whites were large- 
ly replaced by Hispanics, a Wash- 
ington Post analysis of the detailed 
census statistics shows. Hispanics 
outnumber blacks in Montgomery 
County and just edge past whites 
in Prince George’s County. 

Barely 49 percent of Mont- 
gomery’s 972,000 residents are 
non-Hispanic whites, down from 
almost 60 percent in 2000 and 
72 percent a decade before that. 
Hispanics rose by two-thirds and 
make up about 17 percent of the 
county’s population. 

The census figures surprised 
some residents but reinforced 
what’s readily evident. 


“Wow. That’s incredible,” said 
Montgomery County Council 
member Nancy Navarro, D -East- 
ern County, who immigrated to 
the United States from Venezuela 
when she was in the fifth grade. 
“This changes the image of Mont- 
gomery County as just a wealthy, 
mostly Caucasian county. We have 
to recognize what the Montgomery 
County of today looks like.” 


The major demographic shifts 
mirror changes under way through- 
out much of the region and state. 

As recently as 1990, seven out of 
10 Maryland residents were white. 
Now, they are barely a majority, 
at 55 percent of the population. 
For the first time, a majority of 
the state’s children younger than 
18 are minorities, carol morello

If the Wizards don’t end the road los- 
ing streak Sunday, they could be wait- 
ing awhile. Washington doesn’t travel 
to play a team that’s under .500 at home 
until March 18 at Toronto.

Their games, otherwise, are indeed 
different. Stoglin, 6-foot-l and thin, 
operates at full speed always, border- 
ing on reckless, and often will shoot 
at the first glimpse of the rim. 

Howard, 6 -foot-3 and solid, is 
more in control and looks to pass first 
but doesn’t shy from pressure. The 
Los Angeles native drilled a game- 
winning buzzer beater in his second 
collegiate game. 


In the Maryland backcourt of the 
future, they may complement each other 
well. But in the present, they rarely 
share the floor, instead alternating and 
teaming with senior shooting guards 
Adrian Bowie or Cliff Tucker. 

For coach Gary Williams, it means 
a freshman holds the key to his offense 
at nearly all times.

In similar minutes, Stoglin has 
doubled Howard’s point production. 
But Howard has the edge in assists, 
turnovers and rebounds.

The Terps (16-8, 5-4 ACC) have lit- 
tle leeway for freshman mistakes with 
the team firmly on the NCAA tourna- 
ment bubble. The next two games, Sat- 
urday at Boston College (15-9, 5-5) and 
Tuesday at Virginia Tech (15-7, 5-4), 
offer opportunities to show growth 
and redeem earlier losses. 

Howard was held scoreless in loss- 


es to both teams. And though Sto- 
glin scored 14 against Boston Col- 
lege in December, he was limited to 
three points in a blowout loss to Vir- 
ginia Tech last month. 

“They’re freshmen,” senior for- 
ward Dino Gregory said. “They’re 
right up in the moment.

When did it occur to you that 
hardware supplies could be 
transformed into decorative, 
functional things? 

When I made my now-wife a 
chandelier from baling wire and 
chains. I’m an artist, and, inevitably, 
on the weekends I’d find myself at 
the hardware store, sometimes two 
or three times. And it started to look 
like a land of discovery to me. 

So, how do you determine 
whether, say, a packing crate 
will make a good table or a drain 
grate can be turned into a lamp?

I think anything at the hardware 
store is up for grabs. And I think 
that if you don’t know what 
something is, all the better. Just 
walk the aisles at the hardware 
store, and try to imagine what 
something could be, not what it is. 

What’s your favorite project in 
the book? 

We did a screen using bi-fold doors, 
craft paper and thumbtacks, which 
is pretty cool. 

Isn’t there a danger newbies 
will hurt themselves turning 


piping into table bases? 

The only injury I can envision is if 
you’re using a saw. But these aren’t 
really building projects; they are 
more about assembling. We have 
a candlestick project that is just 
putting plumbing parts together, 
and you can do it in five minutes. 

How do you suggest mixing 
these hardware store pieces 
into a home? 

I think you mix these with things 
that are not industrial at all, like an 
18th-century Swedish sofa. That’ll 
keep things interesting. 


Why do you think industrial 
furnishings are in style now? 

There’s been this whole shift to 
mid-century modern furniture and 
lighting, and I feel like it’s almost 
that profile that has spurred this. I 
think the way people live now, they 
don’t want a Victorian tea-set holder 
in the corner — they’d rather do a 
wall shelf unit made of cardboard 
tubes. 

You have a lot of kid’s projects 
in the book, like a robot lamp 
made of metal tubing.

much raw material that’s made to 
last, it’s ideal for things like building 
forts or crazy costumes. 

Do you think there are other 
unmined sources of good home 
projects? 

I think that kitchen-supply stores 
could be great for office organization 
projects. Just think about all those 
little steel containers and forms — 
you could put them in drawers or 
on the desk to hold things. My point 
with all of this is that you should zig, 
not zag, when you think about your 
home.

To attach the rubber bands, place the 
pegboard facedown on a work surface.

Will the squealing teenage girls stand by him even when his 
voice changes and a new sensation comes along with an even cool- 
er haircut?

Ed Helms doesn’t lose a tooth in 
“Cedar Rapids.” But even in light 
of that small dental detail, his pro- 
tagonist bears more than a passing 
resemblance to the good-hearted 
square he played in “The Hang- 
over.” And, apparently, what hap- 
pens in Vegas indeed stays in Vegas 
— until it migrates to Iowa, where 
during a wild conventioneering 
weekend. Helms’ Candide-like char- 
acter learns the ways of drugs and 
alcohol, infidelity and the myriad 
corrupting seductions of Sodom- 
on-the-Cedar. 

When insurance salesman Tim

Out, Damned Plot 



Review 

In “Gnomeo & Juliet," creator Kelly Asbury has discovered imaginative 
ways to freshen up the timeless material and introduce it to the next gen- 
eration. As a narrating gnome admits at the onset, this story “has been 
told before ... a lot." This time, the setting is the neighboring yards of Mr. 
Capulet and Miss Montague, seniors whose personal feud has trickled 
down to their beloved gnomes. The Capulets, in red, have been raised to 
despise the blue Montagues, which causes problems once blue Gnomeo 
(James McAvoy) falls for red Juliet (Emily Blunt). But wait. Don’t Shake- 
speare’s star-crossed lovers commit suicide once they realize destiny 
plans to keepthemapart?Well,yes,but— spoiler alert— “Gnomeo" has 
a less tragic ending. Asbury seems more focused on perfecting the clink- 
ing sound his gnomes make when hugging than he is on sticking to Shake- 
speare’s source material, (the WASHINGTON POST)

Film 

WeVe had Nazi Shakespeare mov- 
ies (“Richard III”), emo Shake- 
speare movies (“Romeo - 1 - Juliet”) 
and Shakespeare movies IN 
SPAAAACE (“Forbidden Plan- 
et,” aka “The Tempest”). Holly- 
wood may think it invented this 
infinite variety, but “updating 
Shakespeare started in the centu- 
ry in which he died,” says Georgi- 
anna Ziegler, head of reference at 
the Folger Shakespeare Library. 
“Toward the end of the 17th cen- 
tury, there was a guy who rewrote 
‘King Lear’ with a happy ending 
because it was more in tune with 
the sensibilities of the age.” 

Even Lear cavorting with his 
grandkids can’t reach the revision- 
ist heights of “Gnomeo & Juliet.” 
The kids’ animated film trans- 
plants literature’s most famous 
star-crossed lovers into the world 
of garden gnomes, presumably 
without all the stabbing and cry- 
ing and unavoidable death. 

Christopher Henley, artistic 
director of the Washington Shake- 
speare Company, doth not protest 
too much. “I wouldn’t think any- 
thing’s a bad idea until I’ve expe- 
rienced it,” he says, pointing out 
that “Romeo and Juliet” has been 
turned into operas and ballets with 
great success. “Shakespeare him- 
self was someone who was taking 
existing material and employing it 
for his own artistic purposes.” 

The apex of offbeat adaptations 
is surely WSC’s “By Any Other 
Name: An Evening of Shakespeare 
in Klingon,” which returns for a 
one-night engagement on Feb. 27 
with actor Stephen Fry. (Visit Arti- 
sphere.com to be one of the few, the 
happy few, with tickets.) The BBC 
will record the performance for a 
segment about invented languages

on the series “Planet Word.” 

Why can Shakespeare trans- 
late into more things in heaven 
and Earth than are dreamt of in 
our philosophy? “There isn’t real- 
ly a writer to compare to him in 
terms of influence,” Henley says. 


“If you want to do something that 
translates into Klingon, it stands 
out as the first, most prominent 
thing you want to do.” 

Neither Ziegler nor Henley has 
seen “Gnomeo,” but Ziegler is hope- 
ful it will have sufficient charms to 
soothe the most savage beast. “If 
kids go and see it, and maybe read a 
kids’ version of the story, and learn 
more about it, it would be great.” She 
concedes that she may watch it, but 
“I can’t go this Saturday, because 
I have to work.” Perhaps, if the 
film turns out to be a hit — a very 
palpable hit — it will run tomor- 
row, and tomorrow, and tomor- 
row, and she’ll have plenty of time.

Producer of an awful soap 
opera in its 30th season on the air, Barney 
Panofsky seems blithely unconcerned 
about the value of his life’s work.

BIUTIFUL (R, 147 minutes) Watching 
Javier Bardem occupy, embrace and 
ultimately own a multifaceted role like 
the one he plays in “Biutiful" is a rare 
treat and an absolute joy. Which is good, 
becausejoy is in short supply in Inarritu’s 
film. We’re introduced to Uxbal (Bardem), 
a cancer-ridden father of two young chil- 
dren in Barcelona who is racing against 
theclock— and his own failing health— to 
solidify his family’s social and financial 
standing before succumbing to his dis- 
ease. Impediments include, but are not 
limited to, Uxbal’s thieving co-workers, 
hischeating brotherand hisdysfunctional 
ex-wife. SEAN o’connell 
BLACK SWAN (R, 103 minutes) In the 
role of Nina Sayers, Natalie Portman 
delivers a bravura performance as a 
dancer with a New York dance company. 
The troupe’s artistic director, Thomas 
Leroy (Vincent Cassel), taps her to star 
in a production of “Swan Lake." Her 
technical brilliance makes her perfect 
for the White Swan, but he’s less sure 
she can pull off the ruthlessness of her 
evil twin, the Black Swan. Perhaps Lily 
(Mila Kunis), an uninhibited newcomer 
to the company, would be better suited
